is a thriving and prosperous New Eng­ 
land town, with good schools and 
churches and town hall and shops of 
all kinds and comfortable homes. 
On the flui strip of Laud that ruus for 
[ miles up and down the shore of the 
j Lay the diminutive white houses of 
| the fishermen are crowded close to­ 
gether. 
In the center of the same flat 
land strip, flanked on both sides by the 
fishermen s homes, Is a large, open 
square forty y ards from the water 
front. Here stands Ply mouth rock, the 
first sight of which gives one a mental 
shock, for, no doubt, fancy has pictured 
an immense boulder rising grandly out 
of the sea. but instead the visitor sees 
only an oblong, irregularly shaped gray 
sandstone rock twelve feet in length 
and five feet in width at the widest 
point and two at the narrowest. Across 
one part runs a large crack which has 
been filled with cement and which gives 
to Ply mouth rock a highly artificial 
appearance. 
The origin of this crack 
is a bit of unique history and bears 
evidence to the early differences that 
at times divided the inhabitants into 
j two factions.

He tiu s kept in tou ch with the 
fin an cial world, at the same time car­ 
ry in g on an ex ten siv e law practice.

London, Sept. 27.—T he text of the 
A nglo-Japanese treaty, signed Aug. 12, 
has been issued from the foreign of­ 
fice, together with a dispatch to the 
B ritish am bassador at S t Petersburg, 
fo*warding a copy of the agreem ent 
w ith instructions to com m unicate it 
to the R ussian governm ent a t the earli­ 
est opportunity. 
The treaty contains 
eight cluuses and a pream ble. 
O bject« o f the 'T reaty S ta ted . 
* The pream ble reads: 
“The govern­ 
m ents of G reat B ritain and Jajvan. be­ 
ing desirous of replacing the agree­ 
m ent concluded betw een them Jan. iK), 
1902, by fresh stipulations, have agreed 
upon 
the following 
articles, w hich 
have for their object: 
A—Consolida­ 
tion and the m aintenance of general 
peace in the regions of eastern Asia 
and India. 
B—The preservation of the 
common interests of all the pow ers in 
China by insuring the independence 
and integrity of the Chinese em pire 
and the principle of equal opportuni­ 
ties for the com merce and industry 
of all nations in China. 
C—The m ain­ 
tenance of the territorial rights of the 
high contracting parties in the regions 
of eastern Asia and of India, and the 
defense of their special interests in 
the said regions.” 
S u m m a ry o f the C onv ention. 
A rticles 1 and 2 of the treaty agree 
tha t w henever the rights or interests 
of either governm ent are in jeopardy 
they will counsel together as to com ­ 
mon m easures for defense, and that 
should either be involved In w ar in 
defense of such rights or interests the 
other will at once come to its assist­ 
ance, conduct w ar in common 
and 
m ak e m utual peace w ith the 
other 
pow er or pow ers involved. 
As to K orea a nd Ind ia . 
A rticles 8 and 4 ack now ledge re­ 
spectively for G reat B ritain and J a ­ 
pan the param ount interests of Japan 
in Korea, stipulating for the “open i 
door.” and the param ount interests of 
G reat B ritain in ail tha t concerns the 
frontier of India, and her right to tak e 
such m easures as she may deem ne- 
essary for their defense. 
M ust B e T ru e to the P re a m b le . 
Article 5 agrees that neither party 
to this treaty will w ithout consulting 
the other enter into a separate a r­ 
rangem ent w ith another pow er to the 
prejudice of the objects described in 
the pream ble. 
A rticle 6 provides a 
continuance for the form er treaty stip­ 
ulations relative to the late Russo- 
Japanese w ar (which w as still going 
on when the treaty w as signed), 
Ar­ 
ticle 7 provides for the m anner 
in 
which each shall afford arm ed assist­ 
ance to the other power, and article 
8 m ak es the agreem ent subject to the 
provisions of article 6, and provides 
tha t it rem ain in force ten years from 
d ate of signature, requires a year’s no­ 
tice of term ination at the end of the 
ten years, and provides tha t if when 
the date of expiration arrives either 
party is at w ar the alliance shall con­ 
tinue until peace shall have been con­ 
cluded. 


Says It Is an Effective S afegu ard of 
P e a c e -O the r O pinions. 
Baron 
ITayashI, 
who ’ w as 
inter­ 
viewed by the Associated Press afte r 
the publication of the agreem ent, said: 
“The new treaty forme an effective 
safeguard against the renew al of dis­ 
turbances in the F ar East. T hat is its 
object. 
We cannot say tha t a i>cr- 
m anent peace has been secured—tha t 
is too m uch to be sure of—'but we can 
aver tha t tranquility 
has been 
as- 
sured for a long tim e to come. 
This 
applies not only to G reat B ritain and 
Japan, but also to all powers having 
political orcom m en ial interests in that 
part of the w orld: in fact to all who 
have been interested in m aintaining 
the statu s quo. 
“I repeat tha t the treaty is a sure 
guarantee of peace, for tha t is its aim 
pud object. 
It should be clearly recog­ 
nized by all tha t it is not m eant as a 
m enace to any one. 
It has no ag­ 
gressive intent, its only object being 
to secure the peace of the world so far 
as the F ar E ast is concerned.” 
Sir Charles I » lik e took the position 
tha t the new treaty mak es no change 
in the pre-existing status quo. but it 
w as an inevitable consequence of the 
new conditions In the F a r East, and 
tha t it w as certainly a stronger guar­ 
antee of the m aintenance of peace than 
the previous alliance. 
lie argued tha t 
R ussia never really w as a m enace to 
tlio Indian frontier, hut m erely played 
on the susceptibilities of G reat Britain. 
W hile there is some criticism of the 
trea ty in the radical new spapers it is 
only half-hearted, and as a whole Lon­ 
don. w hich has been anxiously aw ait- 
Ing the break ing of official silence w ith 
regard to the docum ent, heaves a sigh 
of relief and greets with great satis­ 
faction the positive assurance of the 
future assistance of a pow erful O rient­ 
al ally in all m atters pertaining to F a r 
E astern policies.

ORIGIN OF NAVAL TITLES. 


B orrow ed M iliu iry Term * F rom the 
A m ble a u il the SpauU h. 
In the early days the rank of adm iral 
w as unk now n. 
The chief officer of 
a 
squadron w as called a constable or ju s­ 
tice. 
The term adm iral as now used 
is derived from the A rabic “am ir,” or 
“em ir,” a com m ander (as in "amir-al- 
bahr,” com m ander of the sea). 
The 
early English form w as “am iral” and 
is 
still 
preserved 
as 
such 
by the 
French. 
The Spanish and Portuguese 
term s 
are 
"alm irante,” 
the 
Italian 
“am m iraglio.” The title captain is not 
a naval but a m ilitary one. 
Under the 
older organization the real captain of 
a ship w as a m aster, but a m ilitary of­ 
ficer w as placed on board, though he 
k new* nothing about nautical affairs. 
As the captain becam e bigger and big­ 
ger the m aster becam e sm aller ami 
sm aller until a t the present day he 
fills a subordinate position, which is 
gradually becoming obsoleto* being re­ 
placed by an officer under the title of 
a navigating lieutenant. 
Commodore comes from the Spanish 
"eom m endador.” 
The title lieutenant, 
borrowed directly from the French, is 
more modern and is m eant as a place 
holder or one wTho took the place of 
the captain when absent. 
Sublieuten­ 
ant is still more modern and at the 
sam e tim e a misnomer, as he never 
w as a sublieutenant, but m erely a 
m ate, or one who assisted. 
In form er 
days we had no cadets, but volun­ 
teers. 
However, with the gradual ad­ 
vance of polltness, the more seemly 
term of cadets w as borrowed from tlie 
French and adopted as the title of the 
young gentlem en In our navy. 
In place of paym asters the ships of 
old had pursers, w’bo look ed after the 
provisions. The naval purser did more. 
He had charge of the stores of the 
ship and the mouey chest. 
Surgeons 
and surgeons’ m ates fulfilled the duties 
of the doctors. 
Chaplains are of mod­ 
ern 
Introduction. 
Naval 
Instructors 
and schoolm asters ruled In their stead. 
The term m ate was rather a universal 
one and applied to all branches.

interrupting 
Giotto’s explanatory rem ark s with, "I 
k now he m ust be a much larger and 
distinguished look ing person than your­ 
self,” and "Giotto, too, is a fam ous 
painter. 
By your walk I would tak e 
you to be a shepherd.” 
Finally, upon 
dem anding evidence of the artist’s 
sk ill, the latter stooped and traced a 
perfect O In the dust of the path with 
his finger. 
Any one who has ever a t­ 
tem pted the feat of draw ing a perfect 
circle "offhand” well k nows bow diffi­ 
cult it is. 
It is needless to add tha t the artist 
was forthw ith ushered into the pres­ 
ence of trie suprem e pontiff, and that 
since that tim e “Rounder than Giotto’s 
O” has been a favorite hyperbole to in­ 
dicate “impossible perfection.”
